JERSEY CITY - "Several 
years ago, Jersey City instituted 
a process called bulk lien sale.

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in installments, instead of in a 
lump sum, giving you some 
breathing space. Many home 
owners did just that with Breen 
Capital, often paying as high as 
18 percent interest. Then, when 
it looked as if they were nearly 
out of the woods, Breen capital 
would demand the rest of the 
money in full, and when the 
homeowner was not able to pay 
they foreclosed on their proper 

ties and evicted them. In other 
cases, Breen would collect the 
funds, but did not pay off the 
taxes at all. The homeowner 
thinking everything was fine, 
found his home on the auction 
block, with no recourse. Many 
others, finding the 18 percent 
interest on top of already high 
taxes, exorbitant, merely walked 
away, leaving their homes in the 
hands of the fraudulent agency. 

At a recently held meeting at 
City Hall, Holloway assembled 
three lawyers who will be han- 
dling a class action suit against 
Breen Capital and Bankers 
Trust of New York. Announcing 
that Judge Jose Fuentes had 
issued an injunction against 
Breen Capital Enterprises fore- 
closing on the more than 2,800 
tax liens, valued at more than 
$60 million. Fuentes determined 
that Breen had been overcharg- 
ing interest rates for the install- 
ment payments set up to allow 
the homeowners to pay off the - 
liens. 

According to Holloway, “A 
class action suit against Breen 
Capital on behalf of those home- 
owners who paid monies directly 
to Breen Captital was success- 
ful. It entitles the homeowner to 
receive all of their money back. 
In addition, if a homeowner lost 
their property entirely to Breen 
Capital, they are entitled to 
financial remuneration up to 
three times the value of their 
property." 

Tax liens were not the 
only issue under consideration 
at the meeting. United Jersey 
Water and Sewage had likewise 
levied liens against home own- 
ers, without sufficient or proper 
notification, often as low as $46 
to $5,000. When the delinquency 
appeared on the homeowners 
records, Breen purchased them,

tion tends to be younger, the Cen- 
‘sus Bureau reports. 
Data from 1999 ‘being released 
Monday show that while married 
couples head 47 percent of the 
country’s 8.4 million black house- 
holds, about 45 percent, or 3.8 mil- 
lion families, are led by lone women 
without partners present. 
Of the nation's 53.1 million white 
households, only 13 percent are 
headed by women alone. 
The statistics are being released in 
conjunction with Black History 
Month, which is February. 
About 33 percent of the country's 35 
million blacks are age 18 or 
younger, compared with 24 percent 
of America's 193 million whites. 
The statistics offer more proof that 
America's population will become 
even more diverse in the 21st cen- 
tury. According to the Census 
Bureau, the black lation would 
rise to 59.2 million in 2050, a 70 per- 
cent increase. 
Under this projection, the black 
share of the total population would 
increase slightly, from 13 percent to 
15 4 
Turing to education, 77 percent of 
blacks age 25 and over had at least 
a high school education, while 15 
percent possessed at least a bache- 
lor's degree. Among whites age 25 
and over, 88 percent attained a high 
school-level degree, and 28 percent 
finished college or higher. 
Blacks still live predominantly in the 
South, and in metropolitan areas. 
More than 55 percent of blacks live 
in the South, and over 86 percent of 
blacks live in cities or their sur- 
rounding suburbs.

ALBANY, N.Y. (AP) — When 
Harriet Tubman conducted more 
than 300 slaves to New York and 
other northern states in the 
1850s, they often traveled in 
small’ groups under cover of 
night, from one dark, damp, base- 
ment hiding place to another. 

Her efforts have since become 
public and celebrated, and New 
York legislators want to further 
promote this famous conductor of 
the Underground Railroad.

Mandela 
opens museum 
to honor 
his experience 


MVEZO, South Africa (AP) 
— Ten years to the day that he 
walked out of an apartheid 
prison, Nelson Mandela on Fri- 
day returned to his birthplace to 
open a museum honoring his 
extraordinary life. 

Little is left of the hut where 
the former president was born 
81 years ago in this tiny, unre- 
markable village in the impover- 
ished Transkei region of the 
Eastern Cape province. A stone 
and wood monument containing 
a series of photographs of Man- 
dela has been erected near the 
hut’s foundations, one of the 
three components of the muse- 
um established by the arts and 
culture department with the 
hope of attracting tourists and 
creating jobs. 

In the picture captions, Man- 
dela sheds some light on how a 
rural village boy went on to lead 
the struggle against the oppres- 
sive apartheid state. 

“In my youth in the 
Transkei, I listened to my elders 
telling stories of the old days," 
he wrote. “Among these related 
to the wars fought by our ances- 
tors in defense of the fatherland. 
I hoped then that life may offer. 
me the opportunity to serve my 
people and make me able to con- 
tribute to their freedom strug- 
gle. 

I cannot pinpoint a moment. 
when I became politicized, when 
Iknew that I would be spending 
my life in the liberation strug- 
gle. To be free is not merely to 
cut off one's own chains, but to 
live in a way that respects and 
enhances the freedom of other."

The Next Civil Rights battleground

Americans recently paused 
to reflect on the legacy of the 
Rev. Martin Luther King, Jr. It 
is fitting that we did so because 
he led a dramatic civil rights rev- 
olution by asking if America still 
abided by her founding creed 
that we are all created equal and 
have the right to live free and 
develop to the fullest our God- 
given talents. 

King refused to believe that 
the vaults of opportunity and 
justice were empty. He was 
right. Thanks to his efforts, the 
1964 Civil Rights Act, the 1965 
Voting Rights Act and other 
measures, helped open those 
vaults. 

And yet so much remains to 
be done While the black middle 
has grown since the 1960s, 
blacks remain disproportionate- 
ly plagued by unemployment, 
poen and limited family 
s. So, we must remove the 


flak progress 
rampant racism 
s in the past. I 
believe that expanding educa- 
tional freedom and economic 
opportunity is the great civil 
rights battleground of the 21st 
century. 

America cannot excel in this 
new economy if it traps millions 
of children in mismanaged, 
bureaucratic, educational waste- 
lands 

A good education is a civil 
right and a passport to economic 
freedom. No mother should be 
forced to send her child to a bad 
school. I suggest immediately 
converting federal education 
funds into block grants for states 
and local communities with one 
provision: Give parents the free- 
dom to choose schools that work- 
public, private, or parochial-and 
give teachers the freedom to cre- 
ate such schools. 

l would like to see a wide 
range of local and state-based 
reforms to improve public 
schools and give parents and 
teachers more control. Such 
reforms include opportunity 
scholarship, educational sav- 
, tuition tax cred- 

, more charter schools, merit 
pay for teachers, fast-track 
teacher certification for retired 
business leaders and military 
s, and the creation of a 
frontier of faith-based 
schools. 

Meanwhile, I will continue to 
fight for tax freedom. Last 
spring, I met with black minis- 
ters in Baltimore. 

“The folks in my church are 
beginning to move ahead,” one 
pastor told me. "They're begin- 
ning to create some wealth. 
They're putting together a nest 
egg for the future. But now, 
they're facing new threats- like 
capital gains taxes and inheri- 


tance taxes that threaten to take 
away huge portions of what they 
want to pass on to their children. 
What can we do about that?" 
The Internal Revenue Ser- 


vice and 7.5 million-word federal 
tax code are real barriers to 
equal opportunity. So it is time 
to bury the tax code. 

Taxpayers would be free to 
choose an honest, simple, flat tax 
that treats everyone fairly and 


ings, pensions, or Social Securi- 
ty. No marriage penalty, no 
death tax. That's real money for 
real people struggling to pay 
their mortgages, afford health 
insurance, and save for college. 
It could remove 20 million low- 
income Americans from the tax 
rolls, 

Beyond education and taxes 
lies the issue of wealth creation. 
In 1998, the Urban League 
reported that white families 
enjoy nearly 12 times more 
financial assets than black fami- 
lies. How do we help close this 
“racial asset” gap? 

The key is freeing workers to 
have the lion’s share of their 
Social Security taxes deposited 
in their own personal retirement 
accounts. Seniors should be fully 
protected - no benefit cuts, no 
increased retirement age, and no 
more raids on the Social Security 
trust fund. 

In fact, we must remove cur- 
rent taxes on Social Security 
benefits and current beneficia- 
ries. Promises made must be 
promises kept. Workers under 
55, meanwhile, could use their 
new accounts to create real per- 
sonal wealth. A single mother 
raising two children and earning 
$36,000 per year could retire 
with a nest egg exceeding a half- 
million dollars. 

Done right, Social Security 
reform represents the greatest 
opportunity in American history 
to wipe out hard-core poverty in 
the next generation. African- 
American men would be this new 
system’s greatest beneficiaries. 
Sadly, they tend to have shorter 
life spans than others and often 
see little if any of their Social 
Security benefits. But under our 
plan, a black man who dies pre- 
maturely would leave his assets 
not to the Treasury but to his 
widow and children - tax free. 

an America fulfill Dr. 
King’s dream of freedom and 
opportunity? The answer 
depends on whether we choose 
politics-as-usual or a principled, 
substantive vision for genuine 
reform. Let us choose wisely.

TRENTON — The Assembly Judi- 
ciary Committee today approved 
legislation Assemblyman Jerry 
Green sponsored that would stiff- 
en the penalties for animal 
assaults like the June 7, 1999 pit- 
bull attack on a 13 year-old Plain- 
field boy.

“urban areas. 


‘The bill would make assault by an 
‘animal a fourth degree crime pun- 
ishable by up to 18 months in jail 
and $10,000 in fines. If the animal 
causes bodily injury the penalty is 
increased to a third degree crime 
punishable by up to 5 years in jail 
and $15,000 in fines. Further- 
more, if a law enforcement officer 
is the victim, the penalty elevates 
to a second degree crime punish- 
able by up to 10 years in jail and 
$150,000 in fines. 
"People who use their dogs or 
other animals to assault others 
should be held just as account- 
able as if they were to attack 
another person with their own 
hands,” said Assemblyman Green 
(D-Plainfield). “A person's dog can 
‘serve as an effective deterrent 
against crime, but it should not be 
used to cause others harm." 
Under this measure, assault by an 
animal is defined as any time an 
individual uses an annual to intimi- 
date, or put pv fear of violence or 
bodily injury in another person. 
"A dog & 4 pa have to physically 
attack another person to be con- 
an assault," said Green. 
"A dog should be a man's best 


to intimidate or harm others.”

“If they fall behind on their 
payments, anybody can come 
and buy that lien. When the 
municipality sells the tax lien it 
will include all monies owed.

The MCCs 
would serve as a purchasing coop- 
erative for seniors, run by grass- 
roots senior groups, AARP chap- 
ters, unions, and employer retiree 
organizations, among others, to 
leverage their buying power into 
lower prices.

Former Dallas Cowboys cach, Tom Landry, dead at 75

IRVING, Tx. (AP) — Tom 
Landry, the Dallas Cowboys 
coach who led America's Team to 
five Super Bowls and was 
famous for pacing the sidelines 
in a business suit and felt fedora 
BP died Sat.

n Landry's first season, 
1960, the expansion Cowboys 
went 0-11-l. He didn’t have a 
winning season until his seventh 
year. But that began a streak of 

consecutive winning seasons, 
13 division titles and five Super

When Landry left, he was as 
much a symbol of the Cowboys as 
the star on their helmets. 

"Simply stated, he is the sin- 
gle most important figure in the- 
history of this franchise,” Jones 
said Saturday. 

“I think the whole Cowboys 
image came from him,” said- 
Staubach, who introduced 
Landry at his Hall of Fame 
enshrinement in 1990, just as 
Landry had done for him in 1985. 

Landry was a college star at 
the University of Texas and a 
defensive back for the New York 
Giants in one of the innovative 
defenses of the early 1950s. At 
29, he became a player-coach in 
charge of defense, and his new 
systems became such successes 


that Landry had to devise offens- 
es to counter them.

A 
dynasty was formed through the 
unlikely pairing of the straight- 
laced, religious Landry and 
Schramm, the flashy showman- 
whose promotional flair included 
bringing scantily clad cheerlead- 
ers to the NFL.

Landry became a sympathet- 
ic figure following his dismissal. 
The city of Dallas held a “Hats 

to Tom Landry Day,” which- 
included a parade that drew 
100,000 people. The guest of 
honor cried and called it the 
“most exciting and meaningful” 
| day in hislife. 

He was born Thomas Wade 
Landry on September 11, 1924, 
in Mission, Texas, deep in the Rio 
Grande Valley. After one semes- 
ter of college, he joined the Army 
‘Air Corps and spent two years as 
a bomber pilot in World War II. 
He flew 30 combat missions and- 
survived a crash landing. 

Landry spent his final years 
devoted to business endeavors, 
including being a spokesman for 
a health insurance company, and 


Christian organizations. He 
stayed away from football except 
for his 1990 Hall of Fame induc- 
tion and his 1993 induction into 
the team's Ring of Honor at 
Texas Stadium. 

Instead of a jersey number, a 
tiny hat hangs next to his name 
and the years 1960-88. 

"There was somewhat of a 
shyness about him, but he was 
always there when you needed 
him,” Staubach said. “I don't 
know anyone who didn't have 
respect for him as a person. As a 
human being, coach Landry is 
right there among the very best. 
There was nothing phony about 
him." 

Landry is survived by his 
wife, Alicia Landry, son Tom 
Landry Jr., and daughter Kitty
